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REMARKS

1, 10, 15, 20, 29-30, 39-41, 43, 50, and 53 are independent 
claims .

RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT

subject to a restriction requirement under 35 USC 121 into the 
following two groups of claims: 

Group I: Claims 1-9 drawn to a patterned roller, 

classified in search class 29, subclass 895. 

Group II: Claims 10-62 drawn to a roller stack for making a 
pattern in a surface of a film, classified in class 359, 
subclass 515, 

In response to the restriction requirement. Applicant 
hereby elects Group II, claims 10-62, without traverse and 
respectfully request substantive examination thereof. 

Applicant understands that claims 1-9 will be withdrawn 
from consideration.
